NOTWITHSTANDING  I be- 
lieve that  in  moll  feafons  of  til# year 
a fufficieul  ftream  of  water  may  be 
obtained  in  the  canal  upon  the  plan 
I have  mentioned,  to  carry  veffels 
of  confiderable  bulk  through  the 
falls,  yet  I am  aware  of  the  fatal  ef- 
fects of  long  and  v ery  dry  fpells  of 
weather,  it  is  not  poffible  that  any 
fyftem  of  canaling,  could  entirely 
obviate  this  cafual  inconvenience 
It  may,  however,  be  rendered  less 
embarrassingby  the  adoption  of  pro- 
per means. 

A very  Short  diftance  above  Lou- 
ifville,  the  waters  of  Bear-Orals 
Creek,  enter  into  the  Oliio.  A ca- 
nal cut  from  the  bed  of  the  creek,  lo 
as  to  incerledl  with  the  grand  canal 
along  the  Kentucky  (hoot,  will  be  a 
mean  of  replenilhing  it  with  water, 
when  it  cannot  be  done  from  the  ri 
ver  itfelf,  in  fuch  a bulk  as  to  enable 
large  veffeis  to  pafs.  Tt  muft  be  re- 
collected, that  in  times  of  very  dry 
fpells,  When  the  waters  in  the  riven 
are  verv  lofv,  there  is  much  more- 
probability  of  procuring  Water  from 
the  creek  than  the  riVer.  A temporary 
fain  of  a few  da>  s may  raft'e  the  wa- 
ters in  the  creek,  when  it  may  not 
make  the  fmalleft  impreffion  on  the 
current  of  the.  river.  This  idea  is 
fuggefted  mereU  to  obviate  any  in- 
Convenience  tlut  aiay  refult  to  ou. 
navigation  from  fuch  exceflive  dry 
fpells,  as  keep  down  the  waters  o- 
the  river  ; as  well  us  to  afeertaiu  the 
probability  of  our  being  en  ibled  t 
furmount  raoft  of  the  natural  imp" 
Jiments  t > our  commerce,  bv  inge 
ni  iUs  and  well  digetled  artift  iu 
means.  Aloft  of  thole  aftonilhing 
\nals  that  run  in  various  directions 
tmuugh  the  f >uth  of  France,  are  fup- 
plied  from  fprings,  lakes  8c  other  cot. 
ftant  reltrvoirs  of  water.  The  body 
of  water  in  the  large  navigable  rivers 
which  th  >fe  canals  are  defigned  t 
con-nefi,  like  the  Obo,  is  fubedt  to 
frequent  fihftuations, by  d ought.  1. 
this  cafe,  the  fprings  and  lakes  i, 
the  lieighb  n'liood,  keep  up  fuch 
conftunt  fupplv  of  water  as  to  I'ecuit 
the  ordiiia. y channels  of  commerce 
from  obltru  lion. 

A canal  of  this  defeription  roighi 
be  converted  into  other  uleful  pur- 
pofes,  independent  of  a mere  auxili- 
ary to  facilitate  navigation.  Uoon 
its  banks, by  ingenious  diverfificati- 
ons  of  its  waters,  at  feafons  when 
they  were  not  required  in  the  main 
canal,  there  might  be  conftructed  a 
variety  of  the  raoft  valuable  water 
works  ; fuch  as  mills  for  the  manu- 
facture of  flour  jfprflia  ping,  out  plank, 
founding  and  timber  for  houfes  and 
(hip-building;  machinery  for  twill 
ing  cordage  of  various  defeript'tons 
and  for  couduifting  forges  and  naii 
fadtori.s.

1 htve  no  certain  data  by  which  1 
can  calculate  the  expence  that  might 
attend  out  canaling  operations  at 
tiie  falls  ; and  (hail,  therefore,  make 
no  eltimate  on  the  fubjeeft,  that 
might  lead  to  erroneous  conclufions 


j that  the  exper.ee  attending  our  canal 
ling  operations,  through  the  body  of  a 
j rock,  may  be  ultimately  lefs,  or  not 
much  greater,  than  what  attends 
1 1 he  fame  operations  through  a bed 
| of  marl  or  clay,  where  no  rocks  are 
jio  be  removed.  In  the  pian  1 have 
'fuggefted,  it  is  true  that  the  expence 
jof  gu n powder  and  iron  inftruments. 
will  make  a coniiderable  pottion  of 
the  ncceliary  fund.  But  every  blalt 
will  have  the  t.vo-fold  cffeCft  of  creat- 
ing, by  degrees,  a f did  (tone  wall  on 
each  lid.-  of  the  canal,  and  of  fur- 
nilhiiig  materials  on  the  spot,  to  ele 
vate  thole  walls  to  a given  height 
and  ibicknefs.
